French Capital Stages Great Celebration 
Upon 


Arrival of President.

' Paris, Dec. 14.—President and Mrs. 
Wilson mad* their entry into Paris 
this morning, greeted by well-nish 
half the population not only of the 
city, but of the surrounding districts 
They were 
attended by President 


Poincare, Premier Clemenceau and 
ethers among the most eminent fig- 
ures of France. 


Flowers were dropped around their 


carriage; 
airplanes 
winged 
over- 


head; guns sounded. But observers 
were Impressed with something more 
than the magnitude and beauty of 
the reception by some quality of 
warmth that made It different from 
the Tlslti to Paris recently made by 
the sovereigns of the Allied nations. 


BIG NIGHT. 


This is a greater night in Paris 


than armistice night. The city is 
ablaze with Illuminations; the bou- 
levards are thronged with crowds, 
dancing and singing and throwing 
confetti. The Place De La Concorde 
has been turned Into a great dan- 
cing* pavilion, where American sol- 
diers are favorite partners. 
America 


Is the predominating word here to- 
night. 


The Imagination and interest of 


France has been stirred by the presi- 
dent of the United States as no other 
leader beyond the borders. All class- 
es and parties in this country have 
united to pay honor to the United 
States through its president. 
They 


greet him as the representative of 
Ideals now dawning upon Europe. 


REPRESENTS TWO FORCES. 


"In 
the 
eyes of the Immense 


crowds welcoming him," says 
the 


semi-official Temps, "President Wil- 
son represents two Invincible forces 
—the material force which permitted 
the war to be won, and also the force 
Which will sanctify peace." 


18,000 SOLDIERS LINE STREETS. 
Thirty-six thousand 
soldiers, the 


flower of the French army, lined the 
avenues from Dauphlne gate to the 
Siurat mansion, which during their 
•tay in Paris will be the home of the 
president and his wife. Alpine Chas- 
seurs and Zouaves, fresh 
from the 


battlefields of Champagne, and colo- 
nial troops from whose uniforms the 
mud of the Somme had only a few 
days ago been removed, occupied the 
J»o«t of honor.

REVIVE MEDIEVAL TRADITION. 


Paris, Dec. 14. — In unanimously 


voting, as it did yesterday, to confer 
upon President Wilson the title of a 
citizen of Paris the municipal coun- 
cil was reviving a medieval tradition, 
declared Councillor Gent, who moved 
the resolution. It was formerly the 
custom to confer honorary citizen 
ship of the city upon those who had 
rendered distinguished services not 
only to Paris, but to the entire coun- 
try. 
He pointed out that at the time 


of the French 
Revolution the titlu 


had been conferred on British, Ital- 
ian and American personages. 


"But 
what the president will par- 


ticularly appreciate," said M. Gent, 
"is that one of those to whom Paris 
paid the same tribute that it is to- 
day paying him was the great George 
Washington.

American and British naval offi- 


cers here consider Captain Rose and 
his boat without peers In the sub- 
marine branch of the German navy 
Rose's work was daring and spectac- 
ular, but devoid of unnecessary bru- 
tality, and his submersibie'a career 
did not end in surrender with the 
scores of other U-boats, but with in- 
ternment In a Swedish port at the 
direction of Rose.

FOUUTEKN year old girl's de- 


scription of life In Paris during 


the wnr and the way Paris received 
the news of the tilgntng of the ar- 
mistice, is the contents of a letter 
received by Miss Jessie Loekett a few 
days ano. The little girl who wrote 
tho letter li Jeanne fiery, and she 
is tho daughter of tho caretaker of 
the .apartment held In Paris by Miss 
L/ockett and the Browns. Tho letter 
is unusually well written for a child 
of her age, and tells ^ory interest- 
ingly of happenings over there. The 
letter follows: 
".\t la&t the war li -finished, and 


we nuail only the Hlgnlng of peace 
and then we shall )l\« again. What 
a lot of things there are to talk 
about, you with your work for the 
refuROos. I the perpetuallty of war. 


"In Paris life had become very un- 


certain. Ijvery nipht \\ e had calls 
fruni the bomliiiirr planep. At the bc- 
glnninrc It was the Zeppelins. They 
were announced by lookout: that was 
tho ringing of bells and was very 
Kay. They did not make us afraid. 
Then came the bombing planes. Thpsc 
were announced by sirens and the 
wh'stllng of factories. That would 
last a good quarter of an hour. Then 
when the 
Germans arrived 
above 
Paris , the 
moving 
sirens 
pass 


through the streets. Thut was very 
dismal. Then began the firing of the 
aircraft guns up above us. During 
nil this time the tenants went to the 
collar. The tenants on the ground 
floor and mother and l stayed In bed. 
We would hear the bursting of the 
shells falling in tho street. Then as 
eoon as the firing stopped a little 
wo would run out quickly and look 
for pieces of shell which wo found 
out In front of the house, and then 
we would run back quickly In. While 


the firing: was groins on from the an- 
ti-aircraft puns wo would hear the 
bursting of the shell., which the Ger- 
mans threw. Several times the dan- 
ger signal would lait two and one- 
half hours and then would come the 
other sign that tho Germans had left. 
Then one would rtri • t and look up 
in the skies and aeo .the searchlights 
from all directions. Sometimes one 
would BCO the glare of a fire.. Then 
as quickly as one could get dressed, 
one would run out to £ lid out the 
news from tho neighborhood of the 
disaster. 
"On* morning we were awakened 


by a strange noise, Some B.I Id that It 
was a cannon. Others th«t It wns 
the msnoeuversi others that It was 
the bombing planes. But It was Im- 
possible that It was tho bombing 
planes because we did not hear the 
sirens. It could not be the inanoeu- 
vers. 
because 
we had not' been 


warned. H could only bo a cannon. 
But a cannon flrlnpc from a distance 
of 120 kilometers wan Iniposulblc. We 
could not go out because wo did not 
know what It was. For the first time 
I went down to-tlm cellar, and In 
order to amuse myself I played ball 
and danced. Thut lasted Hll mornlnn. 
Then by the newep'pcrs at noon we 
learned that It wus a cannon, and 
that we would havo to accustom our- 
selves to It as wn bnd to the bomb- 
ing planes. Wo would go to our er- 
rands in between the firing, because 
we soon noticed tr.at It fired at nn 
Interval o fabout ont-half hour. After 
a while we wcr«> ri» «t HRain for two 
or three days. Then the firing be- 
gan again. During the last two days 
we counted even up to seventeen at- 
tacks during the dny. Now that Is 
past and we must drive thobe and 
memories away It Is better to recall 
those of the armiHtlro. 


GREAT HOLIDAY. 


In Paris the armistice was a great 


holiday. An Immense crowd, mixture 
of civilians and eoldlcrs from all tho 
allied countries, among whom were 
many soldiers and ov*-n many offi- 
cers from America From the little 
street even to tha great boulevard, 
everybody hurried to buy t'lage, nn<l 
bv afternoon all Paris was a flutter 
with 
flags. 
LeVorrlcr was 
very 


much decked out. Our houso had Its 
decoration. 
Some German cannons 


were out on exhibition. Permission 
was given to carry them about, so 
bands of young men principally Btu- 
dents, took the cannon nnd making a 
chain, promenaded all the length of 
the boulevards singing national an- 
thems of all the allied countries. The 
Americans In the crowd laughed a 
great deal to cee such a crowd Jostle 
Itself about, even to tho point of But- 
focatlon, but they did not give up 
their 
places to JoMlo. because It 
amused them \cry much to se.« peo- 
ple make Rtlmtic<?!« becauto they were 
crowded nnd their* toes stepped on. 
The soldiers told us that at Now 
York, when there was a bis: holiday, 
tho crowdi.i.j wns even worne. 
"Four iluyp ago there was the cele- 


bration ol Alpaco-Lorra'nc. It vac 
•hi snirr •ustling crow 1. Along tho 
Champs Klysecs officers 
and 
aol- 
diers, both French and American, 
climb Into the trees so as not tj he 
jostled by the crowd, American -tit- 
diors are very nice and good and 
kind. They like very 
much little 


children on their shoulders to that 
they would not be jostled about. 
Close to us the American Girls' club 
has been chanareu into a hospital fur 
American officers. The Lyce's Mon- 
tague has likewise been transformed 
into a hospital. In going to the IA-X- 
embours; we. would meet a great 
many American soldiers with whom 
we would try to talk a little English, 
especially to tench them French be- 
cause they wish to speak French. 
Some of them would aet us to show 
them Paris. Tho American soldiers 
said the war 
would be over by 


Christmas. They were right. They 


ar« very happy because they are coon 
eolng to return to their families. Ac- 
cording to the newspaperb It Reema 
that we are to have a call from Mr. 
Wilton. 
What a celebration that 


will be. 


"At lost, mademoiselle. In waltlnc 


the pleasure of teeing you again an-l 
of being able to 'ell <ou about our 
life In person, receive the best rc- 
membrnnccii of a little friend who 
often thinks of you. I like very much, 
to talk about the memories of an, 
American person. I do not know bow 
to say it, nor why, but since Amer- 
ica united herself to us, I love b«r 
as much as France."

STRAIN LETTING VP 


"Paris, No\ ember 20, 1918. 


*Dear Mr. O'Brien: Well, it Is some 
time since I have last heard from you 
«o will again give you my address 
as I presume that is the reason I 
fcave not heard from yon sooner. 
"Since the war is now over, the 


• train Is letting up a little and we 
are having some time to ourselves 
It has been a hard 
old grind and 
•nords can hardly describe wliat the 
men up in the Z. of A have had to 
go through. Those of us who. like 
myself, have been more or le=s for- 
tunate, as you like it, In the S. O. S. 
na\e not had much of anything to 
do except work. I have been a little 
more fortunate in that I have had 
tha opportunltv of traveling over 
I'rance quite a little and getting near 
vhere there was some action. 


HAS BEEN FLYING 


"I am in the Ordnance Department 


attached to the Air Service, so the 
nearest I have been to the scrap- 
ping has been up with Air Squadrons 
on th8 front, •nhich are generally -0 
miles or so behind the real front. 
31 y work is all engineering: work in 
connection with bombing, a lot of 
experimental work 
and 
design of 


bombing- equipment for planes. I have 
been doing quite a bit of flying as 
an Observer, for when we ha\e any 
new equipment they don't like to risk 
a perfectly good Observer testing It, 
so if we have nerve enouqh to go up 
with it. they think it is all right. 
I like the flying game pretty well. 
I'Ut the men who are doing: it repular 
over the front have no cinch. Their 
hattles are short and furious while 
they last and a man fcpldom comes 
out of them wounded. It is not so 
monotonous as trench life but it is 
sometimes shorter. One thin? I ha\e 
•worn off, is flying upside down. 


AT ST. MIHInr, 


"I have seen some of the actions 


en the various fronts; I was up at 
an advanced base 
Just before the 


Saint Mihlel push where we worked 
night and day for some time getting: 
cut planes and uhen that push came 
off. we had that front covered with 
planes. I was at another point with 
a large outfit at the beginning of 
the push, the one tliat finished the 
war, at Verdun, the last of Septem- 
ber. There we had planes on the go 
all the time. They would no sooner 
rome in than we would have them 
ready to go ag-!.i. The flyers were 
going right up to the limit. 


"But now all that Is over; Just as 


•we were getting in shape to give the 
Bocne the iwst licking a nation ever 
got. they decide 
to throw up the 
sponge. 
Everyone 
over here was 


somewhat disappointed for all were 
determined that the BochB should be 
soundly licked. As it is it seems as 
though except for the loss of a small 
amount of territory they are going 
to come through with a whole skin. 
Am sending you the paper so you can 
«ee what the French think about it. 


WAS GREAT NIGHT 


"It was a great night when the 


Armistice was signed. I was in the 
couth at Cle—, but returned here tl'e 
next night. A holiday had been de- 
clared and cafes were wide open. Tho 
celebration continued for three days. 
On the night of the 3-th, I went out 
and partook in 
some 
of the fun. 
Every Frenchman Insisted on hu/lne 
every yank a drink. 
The Jollie^t 


mob I ever saw was on the streets of 
Paris that night. Everyone was hap- 
py. Crowds 
of girls, 
women 
anil 


men would take hoM of hands and 
form a "ircle around 
a bunrh f t 
Americans and sing a song. 
When 
the song was finished. 1hev \\ould 
rush In and see who ^ould kiss you 
first. Everyone was well kissed that 


night, because when the Tank* icon 
caught the Idea, they would grab • 
girl and kiss 1 er without waiting to 
sing a 
song and 
shout, "Vive la 


France." 
"There was no organized celebra- 


tion, but there wer» a lot of parades 
for some one would get a flag and 
start down the street and h» would 
soon have a crowd following him on 
a personally conducted parade. Then 
someone decided they ought to have 
some war material in the parades, so 
several hundred went down to the 
"Place do la Concorde" where a lot 
of Boche Guns were, and soon they 
had Boche guns all over and a parade 
was not completed without one. This 
wild celebration continued till the 
small hours of the 
morning, when 


everyone went home to rest up for 
the next night, which was a repeti- 
tion of the night before, on a slightly 
smaller scale. 


HALTED BUSINESS 


"A number of stores 
tried to do 


business the next day, but about the 
time everything was go'.ng good, one 
of these small parades would come 
in, march through 
the store and 


about half the clerks and customers 
would Join it, so business was prac- 
tically at a standstill 
for aeveral 
days. As this celebration can hardly 
be described by my pen on paper, 
will let It drop. 
"We have about finished our work 
over here, so some of us expect to be 
coming home before long. At pres- 
ent we do not know just how thlnRB 
stand, so can't Bay when I will sea 
iou again. 
However, I eipect to be 


back 
in the states 
within 
three 


months, so until that time I wish 
you good luck and tli» nest of health. 
Give my regards to all and If you 
Itnow any good preventive for sea- 
sickness, let me hear from you soon,

"If you have a baby, see that your 


baby's birth has been registered. If 
you neglected to have Its birth reg- 
istered it may bar him from hli 
property rights or even fiom citizen- 
ship. 


"See that your phjslcian or mldwlCe 


register your child's birth with the 
local registrar If they nefflcct to do 
so it is your duty to see that the 
birth ia registered. 


IS A TENALTY 


"There Is a penalty for non-compli- 


ance with this law, and the State 
Board of Health may prosecute and 
punish physicians, midwives or par- 
ents for failure to report and have 
registered each and e\ery birth with- 
in 10 days' time 


If It can be shown that birth reg- 


istration can aid In preventing Infant 
mortality, we must secure and uti- 
lize it We need quick notification 
not for statistical purposes, but for 
the purpose of saving lives. This Is 
a petmanent record by which a child 
may be admitted to school; a record 
by which he (or she )may prove 
that he Is of sufficient age to leave 
school and go to work, a record by 
which he may prove his right to \ote 
or to marry, or to come Into posses- 
sion of money that has been left to 
him, a record by which he may prove 
his place of birth or age as a pre- 
requisite to holding certain public 
offices 
It Is imperative for the fu- 


ture good of the infant himself that 
all the facts shall be recorded ac- 
curately.

road administration will carry out 
the Mississippi rlvtr barge route pro- 
ject

This proposed league Is something 


tetter understood In England and 
France and perhaps Italy than In the 
United States This is because It has 
had more discussion In those coun- 
tries; and it has had more because 
the people of those countries have a 
keener appreciation of the need ot 
such an organization. 


They have a feeflng the civilized 


nations should do all that Is pos- 
sible to avoid future war; some of 
thorn look on this as essential 
If 


civilized people are not to perish 
fiom the earth. 


They are much keener in this feel- 


j ing than are we In America or In 
the United States. The reason Is they 
have had a vivid Illustration of what 
war means. As one writer remarks of 
the people of England and Prance, 
they have been "through" this war, 
we In the United States have only 
been "In" It. We can hardly appre- 
ciate Its horrors 


And •' ^re Is the assurance that 


the next great war, If one Is allowed 
to come, will be much more horrible 
than the one we have been In. All 
the Ingenuity of the men of practical 
science will be employed In devis- 
ing more and deadlier ways to kill off 
great groups of people. 


It Is crowding civilization in parts 


of Europe to survive the war we have 
had. In Russia what civilization they 
had broke down under the strain, and 
one Is not entirely sure as to how 
much damage has been done such 
civilization as they had In Germany. 
England, France and Italy probably 
have come through with enough left 
to save themselves, but they could 
not now withstand 
another strain 


of lllte Intensity. 


If civilization Is worth 
saving It 


will have to find a way to save Itself 
If It does not find a way—and start 
to find It at this time—It will be 
confession 
of an Innate weakness 


that Is likely to prove fatal.

Pres. Wilson's Red Cross Christmas Roil Call Message 


The White House, Washington, D. C., November 26, 1918. 


TO THE AMERICAN PEOPLE: 


One year ago twenty-two million Americans, by enrolling as members of the Red 


Cross at Christmas time, sent to the men who were fighting our battles overseas a stim- 
ulating message of cheer and good will. They made it clear that our people were of their 
own free choice united with their government in the determination not only to wage war 
with the instruments of destruction, itit also by every means in their power to repair the, 
ravages of the invader and sustain atftf renew the spirit of the army and of the homes 
which they represented. The friends of the American Red Cross in Italy, Belgium, and 
France have told, and will tell again, the story of how the Red Cro?s workers restored 
morale in the hospitals, in the camps, and at the cantonments. Jind we ought to be very 
proud that we have been permitted to be of ssrvice to those whose sufferings and whose 
glory are the heritage of humanity. 


Now, by God's grace, the Red Cross Christmas message of 1918 ia to be a message of 


peace as well as a message of good will. But peace does not mean that we can fold our 
hands. It means further sacrifice. Our membership must hold together and be increas- 
ed for the great tasks to come. We must prove conclusively to an attentive world that 
America is permanently aroused to the needs ofthe new era, our old indifference gone 
forever. 


The exact nature of the future service of the Red Cross will depend upon the pro- 


gramme of the associated governments, but there is immediate need today for every 
heartening word and for every helpful service. We must not forget that our soldiers 
and our sailors are still under orders and still have duties to perform of the highest con- 
sequence, and that the Red Cross Christmas membership means a great deal to them. 
The people of the saddened lands, moreover, returning home today where there are no 
homes must have the assurance that the hearts of our people arc with them in the dark 
and doubtful days ahead. Let us, so far as we can, help them back to faith in mercy and 
in future happiness. 


As President of the Red Cross, conscious in this great hour of the value of such a 


message from the American people, I should be plad if every American would join the 
Red Cross for 1919, and thus send forth to die whole human family the Christmas greet- 
ing for which it wait5; and for which it stands in greatest need.

''-"Well, dear folks, I suppose you 
Tjave about given me up as having 
forgotten you, but as I haven't and 
this Is Thanksgiving and I am well 
And happy I will .vrlte and mail it 
when we get to the Statest as we 
•re o.. our way there now. You will 
know as I go along why I am writing 
Ironi this port away flown south here. 
I haven't heard a word from you 
•Jnce I left the r. S/. but I have 
written. Have you gotten the letters 
yet."Now, If you will listen I will tell 
you of my trip from start to finish. 


TELLS OF TRIP 


"We left New York Navy Yards 
*t S:2S o'clock Oct. 21, and passed 
Brooklyn Bridge at 9:33 o'clock down 
tiie Bast river and on out to sea or 
at least as far as the submarine nets 
where we had to lay to and meet the 
convoy. Cruised around aboB? •»!! day 
And at 4:30 p. m. picked up the con- 
«oy and Immediately began making 
knots for foreign waters. 
• "Our convoy 
consisted 
of

Charleston, a cruiser, the Denh, a de- 
stroyer and th. New Hampshire, a 
second line battleship. We had five 
transports with us, three Americans 
one Brazilian 
and one Italian, 1 


don't know the names of the two 
foreign ships, but the name of ours 
were the Martha Washington, Poca- 
hontas and the Aeollas. The Pocha- 
hontas used to be named the Princess 
Irene. 


"Well, anyhow, we were making 


about fourteen or fifteen knots. The 
second day out I began to get a little 
weak in the knees, but BO far I have 
been able to hold my own. I manage 
to stay on deck and get tho air as 
much as possible. 
"After we got pretty well to sea 


I had to stand 
three, 
four hour 


watches 
In the 
fireroom, 
because 


some of the firemen went down and 
out, of course me not having done 
any work of any consequence for the 
last seven or eight months it went 
pretty hard with me, but I got away 
with It at that. We met Admiral Sims 
circus his fleet of destroyers doing 
duty in foreign water and they took 
us on thru the war zone. 


FIRED ON SUB. 


"On Oct. 29 at about 7 o'clock In 


the evening the 
Ne-w Hampshire 
sighted a sub and fired a few shots 
at her and of course we were all 
ordered to the top side with our life 
preservers to stand by to abandon 
ship If necessary, but nothing else 
came of It so I went below and turn- 
ed In. 


"Well everything went fine until 
Friday, Nov. 1, when at about 2 
o'clock we hit the Bay of Biscay and 
a hurricane and believe me It was 
some storm. The outcome was that 
the convoy was split up and we were 
lost right In the middle of the war 
zone without a gun of any kind. 
"The skipper told all hands to keep

I had hardly gotten back aboard ehlp 
when the news was received that the 
war was over and then maybe bedlam 
didn't break loose. 


BROUGHT 400 CRIPFI^ES HOMB 
"Wednesday, Nov. JO, about T a, m. 
we got under way for St. Nazalre. 
France, about K twelve hour trip up 
the coast. W« took on patients and 
salded for th» States. We got about 
four hundred cripples abroad and 
Nov. 23 we got under way for the 
States. We are expecting to make a 
fast trip back but we haa to stop for 
coal. Nov. 27 we put Into the Azore 
Islands which brings me up to the 
present. The "Splc's" are putting coal 
on board now. We will get about five 
hundred tons. 
"Nov. 28. Well this ia Thanksgiving 


and I must tell you about our dinner. 
There are five storekeepers counting 
the chi< I. We rigged up a table In the 
storeroom and I never will forget the 
dinner we had. This Is our Bill of 
Fare Roast 
turkey, 
green 
olives, 
cream 
tomato 
soup, 
asparagus, 
creamed 
potatoes, 
pumpkin pie, 


dressing, fruit, mixed nuts, coffee. 
ciearettes and wine, with accents on

"Well, we are on our way again for 


the States. We started Nov. 29 about 
9 o'clock. The seas are pretty rough 
this time of the year and we are 
sure doing can can. We are now about 
seventeen or eighteen hundred miles 
from the States. 
"Well, dear people, at last we are 
back In the best little old country in 
the world, the U. S. A. Just now tied 
up to the dock. We arrived all O. K. 
only we were -very late caused by 
encountering storms, etc. And the 
reception w« got as we came Into 
the harbor, I never will forget as 
long as I live. Believe me it was won- 
derful.

of our being lost at sea, because It 
was not as bad as that, still It was 
bad enough.

Reserve lit Illinois has determined to 
"carry on" until all the boys are 
placed next season, and with the hope 
It will ultimately becom an authori- 
tative, permanent 
state 
organiza- 


tion. It Is already well established 
in Decatur and Macon County. 


The Illinois division, 
from which 


moat of the ideas for 
other statei 


have come, has organized the schools 
of tin statt to produce trained boy's 
for farm work, and has organized 
the farmers to produce summer Jobs 
for these 
boys. 
The 
Reserve is 


needed now and indefinitely to bridge 
the gap between tho two groups. 


Practically every high 
school In 


tho state lias Introduced Into Its cur- 
riculum a short course in agriculture 
prepared for 
tho Reserve. 
These 


schools give credit toward gradua- 
tion for the work the students do on 
farms In the Summer. 


In Chicago 4,000 boys are already 


taking farmcraft lessons preparatory 
to Summer farm work. December IS 
these 
courses will 
begin In high 


schools throughout tho state. 


GOT GOOD START 


The Boy's Working Reserve 
has 


been given a start by the war neces- 
sity that It never 
could have re- 


ceived In peace times. 
Farmers at 


first did not want city boys on the 
farms. 
Once having 
tried 
them, 


they have changed their minds. 
At 


least half of the boys who did farm 
work last year havo promised tho 
farmers they would go back to their 
jobs again next year. 


Tho Working Reserve 
has really 


succeeded In making high school an 
all-the-year-round affair. For three- 
fourths of the year tho boy goes to 
school and learns from books. 
For 


the remaining three months lie goes 
to the farm and learns from experi- 
ence, getting 
the same 
credit for 


both kinds of work, and getting good 
pay for his farm work besides. 


Until the State Council of Defense 


is dissovled, the Reserve will con- 
tinue as an affiliated body, as it has 
been ever ulnce it started, and will 
maintain offices at 120 West Adams 
street, Chicago.

About Same. 


About "fifty-fifty" is the flu situa- 


tion in tl'io public schools. There Is 
not any improvement iriotlceablo In 
the laot two or three days. Tho at- 
tendance has been about holding-its 
own though there was a big: Increase 
In the number of absentees Friday, 
due i.i large part, it is believed, to 
the j'aln. There were 1,256 pupils ab- 
sent from tlie schools Friday, not in- 
cluding the high school. 


The high school attendance was not 


reported but on Thursday there were 
120 students absent. With an equal 
number yesterday the total number 
of absentees would be 1376. The total 
number absent Thursday Including 
the high school was 1,110. The In- 
crease In the number absent Friday 
would therefore be 200.

between pupils out, on account of the 
rain, or colds o. slight aliments "f 
various kinds from those that are 
out on account of the influenza. It 
Is felt by the school authorities that 
If the schools can continue for an- 
other week the Christmas vacation 
which- will, begin then will•'••gj«•/».• the. 
situation Ume to cltsr.
